Oil Refinery Dispute 
Could Affect Election 


A hot political controversy in- 


volves the most serious disagree- 
ments over the federal govern- 
ment's oil import program in the 
9i/i-year history of oil import 
controls. The dispute threatens 
to become a major factor in the 
presidential election in the New 
England area, and possibly in 
major oil producing states of the 
West as well. 


Involved primarily is the pro- 


posal by Occidental Petroleum 
Co. of Los Angeles to build a 
$145 million oil refinery, storage 
complex and 
deepwater port 


which would operate entirely on 
foreign crude oil. Such an opera- 
tion requires approval from both 
the Commerce and Interior de- 
partments. 


What presents the controversy 


is the proposed size of the refin- 
ery and the effect it would have 
on the domestic oil industry. Im- 
ported oil delivered to Maine 
would run about $1.35 a barrel 
less than domestic crude oil. 


Occidental wants to process 


300,000 barrels a day of crude oil 
— more than half as much for- 
eign crude as all the refineries 
east of the Rockies presently are 
permitted to import. The pro- 
posed' refinery is heavily sup- 
ported by New England govern- 
ors and Maine's Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, Democratic vice presi- 
dential candidate. 


Opposed are at least three gov-, 


ernors of oil-producing states — 
Connally of Texas, Love of Col- 
orado and McKeithen of Louisi- 
ana. In Texas alone it has been 
estimated the effect of the new 
refinery, if import quotas remain 


unchanged, would be a loss of 
100,000 barrels a day. 


Interior Secretary Udall would 


have to decide whether to in- 
crease the foreign import quota, 
or take the Occidental capacity 
away from other refineries and 
keep the present quota. 


It is interesting that the oil 


import quota system was instir 
tuted by Congress to protect the 
domestic oil industry from the 
cheaper crude oil. But the Inte- 
rior Dept. in recent years has 
been allocating exemptions for 
such reasons as boosting the lo- 
cal economy and controlling air 
pollution. 


As in all such decisions involv- 


ing major ramifications in one of 
the nation's leading industries 
those who must make the ulti- 
mate decisions in the Occidental 
case are on the receiving end of 
heavy political pressures from 
both sides of the controversy. 


Whether one man or a small 


group of men should possess the 
power to make decisions affect- 
ing the economic life of major 
industries is a point not under, 
discussion, but one which may be 
more important than all the rest 
of the controversy. The power 
should perhaps be restricted to 
Congress itself. 


Another important factor in 


the discussion is preservation of 
America's petroleum reserves. 
Maybe it's a good thing to be 
buying overseas, protecting the 
nation's home sources of oil for 
an uncertain future that seems 
constantly hovering between war 
and peace.

The new Queen is shorter and 


lighter but somewhat taller than 
her two forbearers. QE2's pas- 
senger capacity of 2,025 persons 
is virtually the same as the 
Elizabeth's 2,082, and both travel 
at a service speed of 28^ knots. 
Moreover, QE2 weighs 58,000 
tons (as against the Elizabeth's 
83,000) and cost ?70 million to 
build. 


According to the Cunard Line, 


QE2 is "literally the first ship of 
her kind and size the world has 
seen, conceived from the start to 
capture the cream of both the 
North Atlantic traffic in _ the 
season, and the international 
cruise market in the winter." She 
is also the largest liner able to 
sail around the world via the 
Panama and Suez canals. 


Unlike the Mary and the 


Elizabeth, QE2 is essentially 
classless. All passengers will be 
able to walk from one end of the 
ship to the other regardless of 
the fare they have paid. Three- 
fourths of all passengers will be 
accommodated in outside cabins, 
a higher proportio_n than any 
other transatlantic liner. 


Cunard is especially pleased 


about the QE2 computer system, 
which it describes as "the most 
sophisticated" ever installed on 
a merchant ship. No bigger than 
a bedside radio, the computer 
will do everything from control- 
ling machinery to keeping track 
of accounts at the ship's bar. 


The interior design of QE2, 


from all reports, is eclectic. As 
John Malcolm Brinnin described 
them in "Holiday", the "popular" 
dining rooms contain "emblems 
of the imperial panache of years 
when Britannia's scepter was 
preeminent." Polished brass, lac- 
quered wood, and patent leather 
fortify the impression. 


On the other hand, the "time-= 


less now" prevails in the "prem- 
ium" dining rooms. "The domi- 
nant notion," Brinnin writes, 
"seems lo be space-age elegance; 
anodized surfaces of a subtly 
golden cast, walls 
of supple 


brown leather, Mies chairs of 
black cnlf and chrome, mirrors 
with a smoky sheen." 


Cunard already is collecting 


royalties on souvenirs bearing 
the QE2 crest. There may also be 
QK2 beer and QE2 whisky. And 
i'or those who would like to travel 
on QE2 but haven't the money, 
there is an LP record of the 
ship's sounds.

West led a club. Declarer won 


in dummy, drew three rounds of 
trumps, and led a spade to- 
wards the K-J. 
When West 


followed low, declarer finessed 
the jack; hoping West had the 
queen. 


But East showed up with the 


queen and the defense also 
cashed two diamonds and, an- 
other spade to defeat South one 
trick. As the contract would 
have been made had declarer 
put up the king, my corres- 
pondent asks whether there was 
any good reason for him to find 
the winning play. 


The question raises an in- 


teresting problem in probabili- 
ties. Ordinarily, when declarer 
is faced with this predicament, 
the best he can do is toss a coin 
and hope the coin is intelligent 
enough to come up •with the 
right answer. 


But in the present case, there 


is a clue that points to the play 
of the king. The reasoning is 
undoubtedly complicated, but it 
is also sound. Since West's 
opening lead was a low club, a 
valid inference can be drawn 
that he dose not have the AK of 
diamonds; for with them he 
would have opened the king of 
diamonds instead. 


Once this premise is granted, 


it follows that East has either 
the king, the ace, or both of 
them. Each of these three 
possibilities 
is approximately 


equal. 


Now back to the question of 


the ace of spades. If we grant 
that East has either the king or 
ace of diamonds, declarer can- 
not draw any valid inference 
about the location of the ace of 
spades. But if East has the A-K 
of diamonds, he cannot very 
well have the ace of spades 
also, because he would probably 
have opened the bidding in such 
case. 


It follows there are more 


chances (3 tos2) for West to 
have the ace of spades than 
East, and the percentage play, 
therefore, is to go up with the 
king.

BEHIND AT START 


A majority of children enter-
